I find the following law in the Statues of 
Kentucky. It fully explains itself: 

[lieneral Statues, title "Kanilng." pa*e 5M. ] 
Article 11, paragraph 2. "One half of all 
:ies and forfeitures denounced or pre- 
•ibed in any section of this chapter, after 
j payment of proper fees and expenses 
the prosecution, shall inure to the bene 
fit of the Common School Fund, and the 



From the Auditor's reports Chapter 47 of 
the General Statutes hos been suspended. 
As an officer received tines imposed by the 
court $5,830 for gambling, failed to turn 
over same to the State, suit is entered 
against him by the gamblers, he confesses 
judgment, and the judgment is remitted by 
the Governor. Notwithstanding the Con- 
stitution says "Common Sc hool Fund consist- 
ing of, &c, together with any sum which 
may be hereafter raised in the State by 
taxation or othenone for purposes of educa- 
tion, shall (mandatory ) be held inviolate for 
the purposes of sustaiuing a system of Com- 
mon Schools."

matter their earnest attention as to how 
section 1»J of the Bill of Rights,, as well 
as the Constitution, are violated by officers 
high in authority who nre sworn and paid 
by the people to enforce all laws, which 
they have failed to do.

On examining the Auditor's reports for 
the past four years I fail to find the frac- 
tional part of one cent from this source of 
revenue credited to the school fund.

The Louisville Commercial published on 
March 18th, 18SS, a list of 180 indictments 
for gambling, copied from recent records of 
the Jeiferson Circuit Court. Ill every one 
of these eases ti tine of gfiOO was imposed by 
the court, amount ing to 885400. The half of 
this amount is 883,500, to which under this 
law I enelOM you, is the property of the 
schools. 

Yet the Auditor's reports fail to show any 
amount credited to the School Fund from 
this source of Revenue. 

Will you look into the matter and let me 
hear ffOU y»u at an early day why every 
clerk in the State is permitted by tho Audi- 
tor to violate this law. thereby entailing a 
loss of thousands of dollars intended by the 
law to educate the poor man's child of Ken- 
tucky y I will he more than obliged to you 
for an early reply to my letter.
